RAWLINS, Wyo., Oct 14.—Gover- 


nor Carry of Wyoming Is too busy 
tonishl to take perKonal charge of the 
riot resulting from the escape of the 
prisoners from the state penitentiary, 
and has told the aherlff to go ahead 
and tafee-oharge. 
The citizens are

Warden Alston has thus far refused, 
to make any statement regarding the 
two prison breaks. This afternoon he 
was vigorously directing the' search 
for the men who are still at large. For 
a few hours today he found it neces- 
sary to remain in his room on account 
of an injury to his leg received while
